out Foundation.

PEORIA, III., Aug. 17—Circuit 
Judge Henry J. Ingram, on peti- 
tion of State’s Attorney Roy P. 
Hull, today ordered the county 
grand jury to reassemble at 10 
a.m. next Friday “for the investi- 
gation of all bribery charges and 
any crimes connected with the 
death of Bernie Shelton.” 


Notice of the court’s order was 


sent immediately to Sheriff Earl 
E. Spainhower, with instructions 
to prepare summonses for appear- 
ance on Friday of the 15 women 
and eight men comprising the May 
term grand jury. The jury’s term 
runs to Sept. 13. 

Long Petition by Hull. 

Hull, in a long petition, stated 
that “matters of major importance 
have arisen within the county, 
, which render it highly advisable 
that the grand jury be recalled.” 

The tition pointed out that 
the jury had been recalled in June 
to investigate “a series of violent 
@ssault charges” against Bernie 
Shelton, Ray Walker and John E. 
Kelly, and had returned indict- 
ments charging the three gang- 
sters with assault with intent to 
kill, a felony. The petition added 
that Bernie Shelton was “killed 
from ambush on the morning of 
July 26, 1948.“ 

Continuing, Hull said that fol- 
lowing Shelton's death, there 
have been charges of intimidation 
and bribery, and attempted brib- 
ery involving both county and 
state officials, ineluding your peti- 
tioner.“ 

These charges have not come 
through the ordinary channels de- 
signed for criminal prosecution, 
but through newspaper stories 
largely lacking in factual data and 
totally devoid of legal proof,“ Hull 
stated. “Among these charges is an 
allegation of attempted bribery by 
this petitioner through the agency 
of one Roy D. Gatewood, which is 
totally without foundation.” 

Conference Recorded. 

The state’s attorney's reference 
was to the now famous “Gate- 
wood recordings.” Gatewood, a 
close friend of the state’s attor- 
ney, represented himself Hull’s 
emissary in solicitation of a 325, 
000 bribe from Bernie to drop the 
assault indictments. There were 
several conferences petween Ber- 
nie and Gatewood, the last of 
which was secretly recorded on 
phonograph records at Shelton’s 
farm home a month before he 
was murdered. 

Gatewood, who presumably will 
be wanted for questioning by the 
grand jury, has been missing from 
his usual Peoria haunts. The re- 
cordings also will be availab?e for 
the jury. 

“In closing his request for grand 
jury action, Hull asked also that 
“some competent attorney be ap- 
pointed special prosecutor, and 
that this investigation be complete 
and thorough.” Hull then offered 
“all the facilities of the state’s at- 
torney’s office, if desired.” 

Judge Ingram, who returned to 
the bench today from a vacation 
in California, announced he would 
be prepared to name a special 
prosecutor when the grand jury 
reconvenes on Friday. Several at- 
torneys have been mentioned as 
— of handling the investiga- 
ion, 

It was noted that Hull’s peti- 
tion referred to “any crimes con- 
nected with the death of Bernie 
Shelton,” but did not specify that 
the actual murder would be inves- 
tigated by the jury. The court is

Reports Not Denied. 

The Russians have not denied 
persistent reports of food short- 
ages in their part of Germany. 
Shortages were said to be aggra- 
vated by seizures of stocks to 
support the Russian promise to 
feed the entire city of Berlin, in- 
cluding the blockaded western 
areas. 

The Russian news agency ADN 
said the Soviets are importing 
hard coal from Poland to keep 
factories and public utilities in 
their zone going. The Russians, 
however, were said to be paying 
Polish dollars for the coal, where- 
as they had obtained the Ruhr 
coal for German marks in inter- 
zonal trade. 

The same agency reported fur- 
ther punitive actions against “eco- 
nomic saboteurs.” Jail terms were 
given hoarders of food and indus- 
trial supplies. 

The American zone of Germany 
had food trouble also. A crowd of 
several thousand demonstrated at 
Hof in Bavaria against high food 
prices, and shouted approval of a 
resolution calling for a buyers 
strike. 

Shoes Carried to Berlin. 

American and British planes 
supplying Germans in Western 
Berlin meanwhiile, started freight- 
ing in shoes and cigarettes, as well 
as food and coal. The planes took 
in 9790 pairs of shoes made in 
western Germany, and 1,620,000 
cigarettes from surplus United 
States Army stores. 

The United States Air Force sent 
a C-74 Globemaster on a test run 
from Frankfurt to Berlin, where it 
delivered 25 tons of flour. The 
plane was the largest ever to land 
in Berlin. It has a wingspread of 
174 feet. 

The Army announced that four 
sections of the United States Mili- 
tary Government are being trans- 
ferred to Nuernberg from Berlin. 
The personnel, armed forces, mili- 
tary court and intelligence di- 
visions, are scheduled to leave 
Berlin early in September. A spe- 
cial office also will be set aside 
for visits by Gen. Lucius D. Clay.

NEW YORK, Aug. 17 (AP) — 
Babe Ruth is dead. 

The onetime Yankee slugger, 
wasted by. two years’ illness and 


almost constant pain, died of 
cancer of the throat at 7:01 o’clock 
last night. He was 53 years old. 

A priest who administered the 
last rites of the Roman Catholic 
Church said, “The Babe has been 
prepared since July 21 for his 
death.” 

Ruth never knew_he had cancer, 
however. 

More than 100 children who 
were gathered outside Memorial 
Hospital Center for Cancer and 
Allied Diseases walked sadly away 
when the end came. 


Boy Cries on Steps. 

One 12-year-old boy, John 
Kriban, sat on the hospital steps 
and cried. 

“I had hoped all the time he’d 
get better,” he said. “I prayed 
for him right alony.” 

They were representative of the 
thousands of young and old who 
had stood vigil in relays outside 
the hospital where their stricken 
idol lay suffering. Millions of 
others all over the world had kept 
rooting for the Babe. 

Ruth’s body will lie in state from 
5 p.m. until 10 p.m. today and 
from 10 a.m to 7 p.m, tomorrow 
in the rotunda of Yankee Stadium 
—“the house that Ruth built.” 
Thousands of fans will have an 
opportunity to walk past the open 
casket, 

The body was taken to the 
stadium this afternoon. The fam, 
ily asked that no flowers be sent. 

Funeral services will be at 
11 am. Thursday, with a solemn 
requiem mass in St. Patrick’s 
Cathedral on Fifth avenue. Burial 
will be at Gate of Heaven Ceme- 
tery in New York’s Westchester 
county.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 17 (AP) 
—President Truman signed into 
law last night the credit curbs 
he called only “a tiny fraction 
of what we need” to fight infla- 
tion. 

In a statement, the President 
accused the Republican-controlled 
Congress of knuckling down to 
special interests and choosing to 
“fight inflation by putting the av- 
erage American family through 
the wringer.”

When the new restrictions on 
time payment buying and on bank 
reserves will go into effect re- 
mains to be. determined. 

Some version of the old one- 
third down-and-only-15-months-to- 
pay rule probably will return some 
time next month. The Federal 
Reserve Board said it would lay 
down all the rules and fix an 
effective date later this week, 
probably Friday. Ps

Testifies 1 Disbarment

Were Doodles. 


At least 29 of the 34 members 
of the State Senate in 1945 would 
have voted against expulsion of 
‘former State Senator Joseph A. 
Falzone of Clayton if he had not 
resigned in the middle of the trial, 
he said today. 

Falzone made the statement un- 
der cross-examination during 
hearing of his defense against dis- 
barment proceedings filed against 
him. 

Reiterating his statement that 
he resigned from the Senate only 
because of the illness of his wife, 
Falzone denied a portion of a 
story by Curtis Betts that was 
published in the Post-Dispatch 
Nov. 2, 1945. The story said that 
Falzone's attorney, Waldo Ed- 
wards, came here to persuade him 
to resign. 

Edwards’s Trip. 

Falzone testified today that Ed- 
wards came here only to discuss 
resumption of the Senate trial, 
which had been suspended tem- 
porarily. 

The Clayton attorney yesterday 
told how two of his professional 
cards, one bearing notations of 
$1500 and $300, were received by 
persons who sought Falzone’s sup- 
port for a state bill to regulate 
the cosmetology and hairdressing 
industry. 

The cards—part of the evidence 
on which the Bar Committee has 
charged Falzone with soliciting a 
$1500 bribe—bore the names “Les- 
ter Watson” and “Lester,” appar- 
ent references to an attorney who 
had occupied a suite of offices 
with Falzone.

Kinsey, president of the Board of 
Tublic Service, to use $15,000 of 
his department’s funds to employ 
engineers in starting plans for the 
sewer construction. 

Kinsey reported today the city 
personnel department was unable 
to hire any engineers. Kinsey said 
he then consulted the engineering 
firm of Horner & Shifrin and that 
company agreed to do the work. 

The engineering firm, Kinsey 
reported, found that the proposed 
trunk sewer was so closely related 
to Baden sewer district needs that 
a combined project weuld be 
preferable. Cost of the survey and 
preliminary plans for the com- 
bined job would be $255,000, Kin- 
sey continued.

Even His Pains Were Big. 


When the big guy had a stomach 
ache, it was a beauty. And the 
nation suffered with him. 

Once, the story goes, he felt like 
a snack when his training-swing 
train stopped at a southern town. 
He ate 12 frankfurters and drank 
eight bottles of pop. Shortly af- 
terwards there was a great pain 
in his barrel-like middle. 

He was taken from the train on 
a stretcher to a hospital. He 
nearly died. 

Babe Ruth changed baseball. 
More than any other one figure he 
was responsible for changing the 
game from one of finesse, of play- 
ing the bunt and the stolen base 
into a one-run lead, to a wide- 
open, fence-busting, swing-from- 
the heels affair. 

That was what started packing 
people into the parks and what 
built the $2,000,000, 70,000-seat 
Yankee Stadium. 

Ruth usually was ranked along 
with, ag above, Ty Cobb and Ho- 
nus Wagner when baseball experts 
began arguing about the greatest 
player of all time.

The Boston Red Sox bought 
Ruth before he had played a full 
season with Baltimore. They sent 
him to Providence, R. I., for 
seasoning. 

Red Sox Manager Ed Barrow, 
who later was to be one of Ruth’s 
bosses on the Yankees, made the 
Babe a pitcher—and he was a 
star southpaw—but as Ruth began 
his first full season with Boston, 
Barrow learned his mound ace 
could wallop the ball. Ruth was 
pitching against the Yankees in 
the Polo Grounds in New York 
that day—-May 6, 1915. In the third 
‘inning he came to bat and 
‘knocked. the ball over the right 
field roof. It was the first of his 
714 major league homers. 

Ruth stepped up his home-run 
‘hitting every year with Boston 
until in 1919, his last year with 
the Red Sox, he hit 29. And he 
still was a pitcher.

In 1935, in the twilight of his ca- 
reer, he went back to Boston— 
this time with the Braves of the 
National League. His legs gave 
out, and he had to quit as a 
player. He went to Brooklyn for 
$15,000 as a coach in 1938 but 
failed to last longer than one sea- 
son. 

The Babe was bitter that or- 
ganized baseball. did not find a 
spot for him when his playing 
days were over. He stayed away 
from big league games, 

For a time it had appeared he 
might accept a job as commis- 
sioner in the Mexican League, but 
he returned to New York after a 
vacation in Mexico. 

Ruth fell in love with a waitress 
named Helen Woodford about the 
time he joined the Red Sox. They 
were married on Oct. 17, 1914. 
They lived happily for several 
years but were separated in 1926. 
She died in a fire in 1929. They 
had adopted a daughter, Dorothy 
Helen Ruth. 

In 1925, during the Babe’s hey- 
day of rules breakin 6 
capades, he met Mrs. Clair Hodg- 
son, a former actress. She calmed 
down the Babe, and his best base- 
ball years followed, They were 
married in 1929 and re-adopted 
Dorothy Helen. Mrs. Hodgson also 
had a daughter, Julie. 

The second Mrs. Ruth, a sports 
lover, was the Babe’s almost con- 
stant companion. She _ steadied 
him, made him keep regular hours 
and cut down on his eating, and 
was known as the Yankee man- 
agement’s “best friend.” When he 
left baseball ,she took to golf and 
bowling with him.

Every baseball game in 
the country was halted for one 
minute out of respect to the home 
run king who died in New York 
yesterday. .

They were billeted at the Imperial 
Hotel, but before checking in Ruth 
drove to the ball park and started 
hitting a few while goggle-eyed 
Japanese watched. 

In rapid succession Ruth lined 
four pitched balls into the grand- 
stand.

Ruth, 
worried, kept inquiring about the 
condition of the Japanese until 
the man regained consciousness. 

That incident, played heavily on 
Japanese sports pages, drew thou- 
sands to the All-Star games, not 
so much to see baseball as to see 
Ruth perform. 

And the Bambino did not dis- 
appoint them. Oriental pitching 
and Oriental ball parks were made 
to order for him. His “homu- 
runs,” as the Japanese called 
them, have never been equaled 
here.

In the European system of keep- 
ing records, only Europeans can 
break European marks and only 
Frenchmen can get credit for 
cracking French records. So Dil- 
lard’s feat doesn’t go in the books. 

Dillard, who specializes in hurd- 
ling, won the 110-meter hurdles in 
13.9 seconds Sunday, the same 
time with which Bill Porter estab- 
lished a new Olympic record. 

The Baldwin Wallace speedster 
is one of the few men to break 
21 seconds for the 200 meters on a 
curved track. The listed continen- 
tal record is 20.9 set in 1928 by 
Helmut Kornig. 

Next to Dillard’s spectacular 
performance in the 200, perhaps 
the greatest thrill was furnished 
by the pole vaulters. Gwinn Smith 
of the San Francisco Olympic 
club vaulted 14 feet, 4% inches to 
top only the French record, but 
his own winning Olympic leap of 
14 feet, 14% inches. Boo Morcom 
of Durham, N. H., cleared 14 feet 
and the Frenchman who finished 
third, Roger Sillon, did 13 feet, 
8 inches for the recognized French 
record. 

Marcel Hansenne of France, won 
the 1500 meter run in three min- 
utes, 50.4 seconds. This is com- 
parable to a 4:07 mile, but the feat 
didn't draw a cheer from the 
French crowd, which is accus- 
tomed to seeing Marcel move even 
faster. Don Gehrmann of Wiscon- 
sin, was second. 

Dave Bolen of Colorado, cracked 
the French record in the 400 meter 
run, going around two turns in 
the fast time of 46.7. Tonino Siddi 
of Italy, was second and Art 
Harnden of Texas A. and M., third. 
Bolen came back to anchor the 
United States 1600 meter relay 
team to victory in 3 minutes, 11.1 
seconds. The French team, second, 
set a new French mark of 3:13.6.

We were 
escorted to a church which had 
been sealed up for some time, 
with only a small door left open 
for the laborers. 

The atmosphere inside was 
positively rank. Even the NKVD 
overseer had to step outside at 
frequent intervals for a breath 
of fresh air. The workers stayed 
there for 10 or 12 hours daily. 

A member of our touring 
group commented on the “infe- 
rior” appearance of the priests 
and asked whether this was due 
to their “useless habits” of the

Many a priestly worker sent to 
a high scaffold would faint from 
the fumes and fall varying heights 
to the hard stone floor.

To translate this into numeriéal 
terms, the National Guard of Net 
York State, on Sept. 30, 1913, to- 
taled 16,520 officers and men. Of 
these, 10,958 were infantry, 880 
cavalry, 864 field artillery, 2132 
coast artillery, 686 engineers. The 
remainder were in medical, signal 
and administrative units. | 

This meant that almost 90 per 
cent of the New York Nationel 
Guard was organized in units di- 
rectly and immediately available 
and appropriately trained and 
armed for internal police duties. 

But the National Guard today 
is a very different outfit, indeed. 
It is organized, armed -and 
équipped for its primary task, the 
defense of the United States. The

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Underlying Question 

Mr. Truman struck hard at the Eightieth Con- 
gress in signing its anti-inflation bill, which he 
characterized as a “feeble response” to the néeds 
of the people. He said that in limiting the bill 
to one subject only—credit controls—-Congress 
touched only one tiny fraction of the runaway 
price problem. 

The tone and temper of the message shous 
that the President is determined to make the ut- 
most political capital of the refusal of Congress 
to take sweeping measures against the wage- 
price spiral. Nevertheless, he is dealing with 
a legitimate and powerful issue, one that affects 
the pocketbooks of the whole nation. 

The difference between the President and Con- 
gress is very deep and broad. The former thinks 
a comprehensive system of controls, comparable 
to the controls in wartime, is needed to stop in- 
flation. The latter considers such a system of 
controls repugnant to American methods. 

Senator Millikin put it this way: „This parcel 
of egregious error (the President’s program) was 
misdirected to a peacetime America devoted to 
its economic and political freedom. Therefore, 
it was rejected by the special session of Con- 
gress.” In other words, controls limit the free- 
dom of the people and should not be used. 

But which is the greater hardship: an ever- 
mounting scale of prices on life’s necessities, or 
a system of ratioging and controls such as we 
had.in wartime? That is the great choice which 
the people have in judging the contest betweer 
the President and Congress. 

The Republicans are frankly gambling that so- 
called natural economic laws, with a minimum of 
government interference, will prevent the infla- 
tion from becoming disastrous. That it is a 
gamble is shown by the course prices have taken 
since the death of OPA. So-called natural eco- 
nomic laws, contrary to predictions made at that 
time by the National Association of Manufac- 
turers, have failed to operate as expected. 

Mr. Truman’s present position would be strong- 
er if it were not for some errors of his own. He 
took controls off wages shortly after the war 
ended. with the naive statement that price rises 
need not necessarily accompany wage rises. He 
refused to support Marriner S. Eccles of the Fed- 
eral Reserve Board when he asked for additional 
power to control credit and bank reserves three 
years ago, and again in 1946. 

Instead of supporting Eccles, Mr. Truman lis- 
tened to the dubious advice of Secretary Snyder, 
and this particular chicken came home to roost 
in Eccles’ recent testimony before the Senate 
Banking and Currency Committee. At that time, 
Eccles, criticizing the Administration, said: 

There is a very good prospect that prices 
will go higher than they are, to what extent 

I don’t know. Inflation is well advanced. 

The barn door has been left open and may- 

be the horse is gone. We're going to have 

a bust: when, I can’t predict. 

In the long run, however, the country will not 
be so much interested in the accusations and 
counter-accusations as to responsibility for ihe 
present inflationary condition. It will be -far 
more interested in the measures that are taken 
to curb it. 

Therefore, the President makes a solid point 
when he says that the task before the Eightieth 
Congress was not to debate what happened in 
the past, but “to halt the continuing spiral of 
inflation, no metter how it started.” 

Mr. Eccles’ flat prediction of a bust is corrob- 
orated by others who are beginning to take a 
more and more pessimistic view of the unwhoie- 
some boom the country is experiencing now, 
As J. A. Livingston, business writer for the Post- 
Dispatch, now declares: “‘More and more busi- 
ness men are saying to themselves and one an- 
other — It can’t last. Things are too good.“ 

Must the economie system of the United States 
follow a cyclical pattern of boom and bust, or 
cannot the system be regulated to smooth out 
plateau and valley? That is the underlying ques- 
tion.

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A Sales Tax in Hiding? 

A federal sales tax on every necessity which 
the poorest American family buys is again a dis- 
tinct possibility. Representative Dingell of 
Michigan, a ranking minority member of the 
House Ways and Means Committee, lists the 
indications: 

1. The bill of Representative Gearhart, 


California Republican, for a 10 per cent gen- 
eral sales tax at the manufacturer’s level. 


2. Favorable references to a federal tax on 
retail sales by G.O.P. members at hearings 
held by the Ways and Means Committee. 


3. The report of a group of Wall Street 
bankers and lawyers in favor of reducing 
upper bracket income taxes by means of 
sales tax revenue. 

4. Chairman Knutson’s statement that 
war-born excise or sales taxes should be re- 
tained on a broad base and probably ex- 
panded. 

As our readers know, the Post-Dispatch thinks 
that this is no time to cut taxes. A time of high 
wages and inflationary tendencies in general 1s 
a time to use tax income to reduce the debt. 
But we do not believe that the way to raise this 
tax money, for whatever purpose, is by a gen- 
eral levy on sales of loaves of bread and quarts 
of milk. 

This is an old issue. It comes up more or less 
regularly through the years. It was discussed 
as a way of producing revenue with which to 
prosecute our part in World War II. It was pro- 
posed in the Hoover Administration as a means 
of helping the Federal Government out of its 
depression era financial plight. It was bruited 
around in the preceding G.O.P. administrations, 
but never got enough support to be put over on 
the people. 

The man who really killed the sales tax bill in 
the Hoover days was the late Ogden L. Mills. 
As Secretary of the Treasury he did the sound 


and courageous thing of telling his fellow Repub- - 


licans that the sales tax was a regressive tax. 
He meant by this that it was the kind of tax 
which increases as the amount of income de- 
creases. Thus, it bears relatively much more 
Heavily on low incomes than on high incomes. 

Mr. Mills, who was a highly-intelligent man, 
saw the depression come on. He knew that the 
surest way to stop production and so to halt em- 
ployment was to put a prohibitive tax on the 
necessities of life. He knew that those who op- 
pose the sales tax in one breath and then in the 
next complain about high income taxes tip their 
hand. They are for any tax just so long as it 
does not bear heavily on the wealthy, but can be 
unloaded on people of small means. 

If a federal sales tax is part of the G.O.P. 
program, this fact should be frankly disclosed 
now. There undoubtedly is some Republican 
leader who will step forward to battle the up- 
side down income tax,” just as Ogden Mills did 
in the Hoover Administration.

When the new academic year begins next 
month, more students will be enrolled in 
courses dealing with international affairs 
than ever before in American university 
history. 

A survey of 25 representative colleges and 
universities indicates that the postwar de- 
mand for international studies has been un- 
paralleled. In many instances new pro- 
grams have been created and institutes on 
world problems have been added. Within 
three years the over-all student enrollment 
in international studies has doubled; in a 
number of institutions it has tripled. Only 
lack of facilities has kept the growth from 
going still further. 

Many reasons are advanced for this tre- 
mendous popularity. The most obvious one, 
of course, is the large number of veterans. 
Many of these men, after spending two, 
three or four years abroad, became inter- 
ested in world affairs. Some of them are 
preparing to enter government service or 
are training for ‘jobs in international 


business. 


Increasing tension Between the Eastern 
and Western powers has focused attention 
on international problems. 


Stimulus of Foreign Students 


Moreover, the presence of foreign stu- 
dents on the campuses has been effective 
in stimulating interest. Virtually every 
college, large or small, now boasts of its role 
in furthering student exchange. Because 
of this close contact with representatives of 
nearly every country in the world, the im- 
portance of building for lasting peace be- 
comes more apparent than ever. 

Perhaps the fact that the United States 
has become a world power and is vitally 
concerned with world developments has 
played a significant part in increasing stu- 
dent interest. Many students indicate that 
they desire to work for better world under- 
standing. They are anxious to help make 
the United Nations succeed, or to contrib- 
ute toward success of the Marshall plan. 
The view is commonly held that the age of 
isolationism has passed, 

A number of colleges report that the in- 
terest in Latin America has grown phenom- 
enally.. Typical of what is happening is 
the program offered by the University of 
Texas, where an Institute of Latin Ameri- 
can studies has been established with more 
than 1100 students enrolled in the project, 

Because of the role played by the Soviet 
Union and the Far East, many institutions 
are placing greater emphasis on these areas 
than they did before Pear! Harbor. A few, 
such as Cornell and Columbia, have created 
special departments in which the Slavic 
and Chinese peoples are studied by serious 
scholars and faculty members. 


Russia and the Orient 


Little if any work was done in these 
areas a decade ago; the war, however, con- 


vinced American educators that it was 


necessary to understand the governments 
and traditions of all countries. 

At Cornell, Russian studies and Far East- 
erm studies have proved popular. The Far 
Eastern division has developed courses on 
China and adjacent regions of Eastern 
6 a 


sities are likewise emphasizing the Soviet 
Union, China and the Orient. Stanford 
University, through its Hoover Institute and 
Library, is carrying on a five-year program 
of Slavic studies and a three-year study of 
present-day revolutions and their effect on 
relations among nations. 

Harvard University has added programs. 
Among the courses to be introduced this 
fall are a seminar on the economy of the 
Soviet Union, one on the Soviet state and 
law, a course on the development of revolu- 
tionary ideas in the Soviet Union, and a 
seminar in the social aspects of Soviet eco- 
nomic development. 


Study at the UN 


General courses in international and 
world studies are offered in nearly all large 
universities. For example, the University 
of Mississippi offers courses that deal with 
the history. of American diplomacy, with 
European government, the governments of 
the Far East and a history of Latin 
America. 

At the New School for Social Research in 
New York, interest in international studies 
is greater than ever before in this 36-year- 
old institution. This fall 65 courses will be 
offered, nearly double that of previous 
years. A close working relation has been 
established with the United Nations. 

Yale has what is probably the largest 
faculty in international relations of any 
American university. Its Institute of Inter- 
national Studies has received world-wide 
recognition. 

Interest has been growing steadily at Col- 
gate University. The first course in inter- 
national studies was introduced two years 
ago; this fall 46 courses will be offered. 

Similarly, the University of Vermont re- 
ports that during the past three years the 
number of students enrolled in interna- 
tional studies jumped from 70 to 230. At 


present 300 graduate students are in Eu- 


rope, studying the Marshall plan in action. 

Educators agree that it is important for 
the peoples of the world to understand one 
another if peace is to be made secure. The 
American colleges are taking the lead in 
building a greater degree of understanding. 

It is encouraging to find that our young 
scholars, many of whom are the future 
statesmen of the nation, are deeply con- 
cerned with world affairs and international 
problems. That is a Wwholesome trend in a 
troubled world.:

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Between Book Ends 
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Cries From the Screamatorium 


THE WORLD IS A WEDDING, by Deimore Schwartz. 

(New Directions, $2.75.) 

At one point in Delmore Schwartz's short 
novel, “The World Is a Wedding,” a char- 
acter makes the suggestion that what the 
modern world really lacks is a screamato- 
rium, a, place where one could go to scream 
because of the insane nature of life today. 
There may be no screamatorium, but there 
is literature, and today literature seems to 
be the place where the unnerved modern 
screams and tears his hair. The interesting 
thing is that the screaming is all so cal- 
culated. The writer bites into hig own 
flesh in so contained and cool a manner 
that the screamatorium begins to resemble 
in an unfrightening manner the fireside 
itself. It is only when one realizes that it 
is one’s very own world that the writer is 
describing that the lips twitch and the 
body shudders. 

It is, therefore, the accuracy of the de- 
scription of what Schwartz calls “the post- 
Munich sensibility: complete hopelessness 
of perception and feeling” that makes the 
two short novels and five stories in this 
collection so compelling. The world the 
writer sees is a place where individual iso- 
lation is made more bitter by the sharp 
need for a sympathetic social‘group, where 
New Year’s Eve parties are the clues to 
marital schizophrenia, connubial misery 
and inept “amorous interludes,” where busi- 
ness men hang themselves and dentists, 
hating teeth, long for the purity of sculp- 
tured snow. It is a world which the author, 

who is also a poet, an 

editor of Partisan 
Review, and a former 
Harvard professor, 
sees mainly through 
the eyes of the Jew. 
To him, apparently, 
the Jew is the sym- 
bol of the distraught 
culture of our time, 
as he was to Proust, 

Joyce and Mann. 

Although there is 
an attempt in the 
stories to understand 
the nature of the 
forces in America 

‘ which makes success, 
when it comes, unsavory and spiritual fail- 
ures inevitable, there is so much Freudian- 
ism and sophomoric philosophizing that the 
analysis lies dry on the palm. Schwartz con- 
demns the middle-class pursuit of success 
and the American dream of competition in 
a world of hollow profit. But he seems to 
think all. wretchedness comes from the 
womb and the family pattern of relation- 
ship. It is not strange that the only charac- 
ter of any backbone and grip on the world 
is Ruth Hart, the grandmother who ig able 
to hold a tottering family together. It is 
rather significant that Delmore Schwartz's 
vision of a healthy world is the arms of a 
strong mother. 

But yet, the author does say 4the world 
is a wedding.” This is the most hopeful 
statement made by a “serious” writer in a 
long time. It is a pleasant contrast to the 
prevailing atmosphere of novels with their 
morbidly allegorical funerals and cos- 
meticians of the dead.

CRY, THE BELOVED COUNTRY by Alan Paton. 

(Scribners, 287 pgs., $3.00.) 

is a novel portraying conditions endured 
by the natives of South Africa.

Living Off Capital. 


The West has for many years 
been living off its capital,. like a 
heedless rich man who believed 
his bank account was limitless. 
Or, to put it more accurately, the 
East has been dipping into the 
West’s capital. 

That capital — in the form of 
forests, soil, water — has been 
drained off at a terrifying rate. 
The Federal Government must 
apply restraints, and effective re- 
straints, if this new growth and 
this new prosperity is to be sus- 
tained. 

I have just come from a trip 
through a part of the wilderness 
area of the Payette National 
Forest. On horseback, with a 
pack train of mules, we traveled 
over mountain trails through lost, 
lonely country. Here the life-giv- 
ing streams ‘low crystal and pure 
‘down to the sea. Here is the capi- 
tal on which the empire of the 
West must build and live. Fire, 
flood and insect pests have ser- 
iously threatened the balance. It 
is a never-ending struggle to 
maintain it. 

I want to try to describe that 
struggle and what it means for 
the West and the country. It is at 
the very root of politics in this 
year of 1948, even though the 
Washington sideshow seems in- 
tended to disguise that fact. 


Only a Boom? 


This is being written in a new- 
ly opened resort hotel as fine as 
anything in the East, with great 
picture windows in every room 
that look out across Payette 
Lakes to the magnificent moun- 
tains beyond. It is part of a de- 
velopment that will include one 
of the longest ski lifts in the 
world, all pf it being built with 
local capital. 


But the big question is whether 
this is to be merely another boom. 
And that is where Government 
comes in. . 

The balance in the empire of 
the West must be maintained by 
government. It cannot be left en- 
tirely to private exploitation. That 
is recognized even by some of the 
ablest and most hard-driving ex- 
ploiters. 


Water Power Needed. 


It is so because of the delicate 
balance between land and water 
in this great empire. A third ele- 
ment is power—cheap water power 
from the rivers of the West mak- 
ing it possible to compete with 
the East in spite of all the politi- 
cal advantages the East has arro- 
gated to itself. 

The millions who have come out 
West in the past six or seven 
years all have jobs in the present 
boom. A lot of them are finding 
it mighty hard to get along with 
sky-high prices. But they are 
working and they like the new 
land they have discovered. 

But if they are to be kept at 
work and jobs provided for the 
other newcomers, then there 
must be industrial expansion. It 


is not enough to stand still. Gov- 
ernment alone can expand and

Romberg Tunes Ingratia 
Bock “Solid stuff, Cast 
Expert in Opera Show. 
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‘

Sigmund Romberg’s Up in 
Central Park,” the only recent 
Broadway success to be offered 
by Municipal Opera this season, 
opened last night as tht attrac- 
tion for the last two weeks of 
the season. The popularity of the 
selection was attested by the 
largest opening night crowd of 
the summer, 10,939 persons, and 
the biggest hand accorded any of 
the II shows given this year. The 
ovation forced the stage lights to 
be turned on at least a half dozen 
times when the cast lined up to 
take bows and was so prolonged 
as almost to cause the players 
embarrassment, if you can imag- 
ine any actor being embarrassed 
by applause. 

The show is not a great one 
by any means but it is a pleasant 
and entertaining one. Romberg's 
tunes, like a great many others 
of his, have the air of being ma- 
chined out by an artisan expert 
in mass appeal; but, while none 
really soars, they are ingratiating 
and appealing. The book by Her- 
bert and Dorothy Fields is much 
more solid stuff than usually en- 
countered in musical plays, be- 
ing concerned with the expose of 
the notorious Tweed Ring, which 
stole millions from New York City 
back in the 1870s, by a reporter 
for the New York Times and 
Lhomas Nast, cartoonist for Har- 
per’s Weekly. While this might 
seem formidable for musical com- 
edy, it turns out much juicier fod- 
der than the usual misunderstand- 
ings in love or cases of mis- 
taken identity that are the gist 
of most plots. It does have its 
share of run of the mill romance, 
however, and a couple of fair com- 
edy scenes between Irish poli- 
ticians lately risen from ditch- 
digging to leaven it. 

The fact that Productions Man- 
ager John Kennedy staged the 
original Broadway production is 
apparent in the direction of the 
piece, the fact it is more finished 
than most Muny Opera shows, the 
bits of business more sure. Ken- 
nedy has assembled a first-rate 
cast, including Wilbur Evans, 
Maureen Cannon, Maurice Burke, 
Walter Burke and Rowan Tudor 
of the original company; June 
Preisser, the movie comedienne, 
Edwin Steffe, the stock stalwart, 
and Jack Sheehan. : 
Evans’s role of the reporter is 
a straight one, and he plays it 
with authority and ease. His bari- 
tone was in fine fettle last night, 
and he carried the romantic songs 
with distinction. In addition, his 
exuberant personality sometimes 
broke through, as when he made 
the song, “When She Walks in 
the Room,” a lively and thor- 
oughly captivating thing. Miss 
Cannon, as an Irish spitfire, was 
amusing, saucy and appealing. 
Her voice is more of musical com- 
edy ealiber, but she knows how to 
put over a song. Miss Preisser, a 
tiny person consisting mostly of 
rolling eyes surrounded by wild 
blonde hair, is decidedly cute. 
With a small voice, she is more 
a talker of songs than a singer, 
but even so her singing diction 
should be improved; most of her 
lyrics were lost to us. Maurice 
Burke was suavely impressive as 
Nast. Steffe did his usual depend- 
able job as Boss Tweed. Walter 
Burke, with a style reminiscent of 
Barry Fitzgerald, and Sheehan 
managed to extract some amuse- 
ment out of the Tammany ward 
heelers. 


* + * 

Of the romantic songs, we con- 
sidered the above mentioned 
“When She Walks in the Room,” 
and “April Snow,” prettier than 
the more highly touted “Close as 
Pages in a Book.” “The Fireman's 
Bride,” a burlesque song and dance 
number led by Miss Cannon and 
Miss Preisser, was quite amusing, 
and done with verve and style. 
“The Birds and the Bees,” an- 
other comedy song, was fair. 
The ensemble’ dancing, outside 
“The Fireman’s Bride,” was, we 
regret to say, rather disappoint- 
ing. The Currier gnd Ives skat- 
ing ballet, so beautifully done in 
the Broadway show, followed the 
general idea of the choreography 
devised by Helen Tamiris but, 
done without benefit of the 
framing window or the falling 
snow, lacked the scenic loveliness 
of the original, and the ballet 
execution was technically sloppy. 
The Maypole dance was torpid, 
and the Rip van Winkle num- 
ber, while intriguingly enough 
laid out, also suffered from lack 
of zest and style in execution. 

One other small criticism. The 
tempo of the first scene, it 
seemed to us, should be quick- 
ened. That probably will be taken 
care of automatically as the show 
gathers momentum. But these 
minor carpings are not meant to 
detract from the overall fact that 
Muny Opera produced an excel- 
lent and refreshingly enjoyable 
piece.

Marriages, Divorces, Adop- 
tions Now Registered by 
the State. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 17 
(AP)—Missouri began central reg- 
istration of marriages, divorces, 
arnulments and adoptions yester- 
day.

CHICAGO, Aug. 17 (AP)—By

DANUBE PARLEY VOTES DOWN 
ANOTHER AMERICAN PROPOSAL 


BELGRADE, Aug. 17 (UP)— 
The 10-nation Danubian confer- 
ence moved toward a close today 
after rejecting an American 
amendment seeking to bring the 
work of the Danube commission 
within the framework of the 
United Nations. 

The American amendment was 
rejected by a vote of 7 to 3. The 
conference approved Article 41 
of the Soviet draft treaty on 
Danube navigation, establishing 
procedures for settling disputes. 
Only one more article, an annex 
on Austria and a supplementary 
protocol remain to be approved in 
the Soviet draft. 

(In Paris, a Government spokes- 
man said the French delegation 
will not vote any more at the Bel- 
grade meeting. He said France 
might present the Danube issue to 
the United Nations.)

A True Tale of a Fiction Yarn. 


HERE were many letters. Every day now brings hundreds. 
The secretaries had piled them, classified—personal, fan, 
inquiry and—by far the most—press agent. 

This one was midway in the grist of the vary-sized and 
vary-humored ones from read- 
ers—praising, scolding, inquir- 
ing, suggesting. It was hand- 
written, in a woman’s chirog- 
raphy. I read: : 

“Dear Sir—Are you the 
same Jack Lait who, 23 years 
ago, was writing fiction- 
stories which would have been 
published in this part of the 
country?

And 
here it was: 

“Dear Mr. Lait: 

“How does one write an author? Stammer and stutter 
through? 

“She is blond—has a good figure—wears tailored clothes, 
also a wedding ring for 10 of her 36 years. Has a well-appointed 
home—a daughter—garden—fish pool—and two dogs. The 
pattern of her days is unvaried as grains on an ear of corn. 
Husband twenty years her senior—good provider but a plodder. 
Uninterested in music, shows, radio, dancing or guests in the 
home. Off work, a beer—the newspaper and so to bed. 

“Had known him most of her life—accepted his pecularities 
and admired his grit. For more than a year, I had seen little 
wisps of discontent rising from her conversation—resentment 
of deadly monotony—craving for excitement—the little atten- 
tions all women adore. . This spring it happened! The big man 
from the South. All the wolves rolled into one.

“BY TRICKS, old and original, clandestine appointments 
have been kept while my role of ‘Anthony’ has added wrinkles 
to my heart. One morning she called to say she had definitely 
decided to leave the old homestead. I told her it was the time 
for her to read a story. From beneath the paper in a dresser 
drawer I drew forth a yellowed copy of the Arkansas Demo- 
crat, Sunday Sept. 13, 1925, one page of which is ‘Au Revoir,’ 
by Jack Lait. 

“When again she called, it was only to say between sobs, 
Tue read the story—three times.’ 

“Later, in my home, the inevitable question: Why had I 
clung to this tale through the years? Mine but to quote, 
There was a gal—a copper-haired, curvaceous gal—whose heart 
wandered far. .

I have written for publication more than 1500 complete 
short stories, each with a plot, with a premise, with a con- 
clusion; some witK a point, seldom with a moral.

IN 1925 I was editing 16 magazine pages a week, concocting 
a daily comic strip, writing a weekly gossip column (High- 
lights of Broadway—from the Circle to the Square”), covering 
all the major shows as dramatic critic for Variety, and knocking 
out a fiction story a week. The last-mentioned of these I usually 
conceived and executed, at 3 o’clock in the morning, in a 
mood engendered by the others. 

The Broadway atmosphere in Prohibition time surely was 
productive of reflections on cheating wives, or wives on the 
verge thereof. If “Au Revoir” pointed out the dangers and

fallacies of such intent, these too, were palpably on the surface | 


of my impressions. Whatever it was, it was purely fictional 
and imaginative. I never wrote true stories in the guise of 
fiction. I adapted characters from real life, situations I had 
encountered, always backgrounds with which I was familiar. 
But not once did I novelize out-and-out true yarns; the two 
writing methods are bo different that I could not take the one 
and transplant it to the other.

Fix lt Yourself

Rotting Woodwork. 


OMEDAY, when you are free 
from worry, when the whole 
world looks sweet and your fu- 
take a little stroll 
around your house and see how 
much of the woodwork has rotted 
out. By the time you have fin- 
ished this little trip you will be 
your old unhappy, worried and 
discouraged self again. 

Rot will attack any wood that 
is alternately damp and dry. And 
it doesn't have to get very damp 
at that. The beams in your base- 
ment can start to rot just because 
the air is damp. Woodwork that 
is set into masonry is particularly 
vulnerable. Wood in direct or 
near direct contact with the 
ground is a sucker for rot and 
this includes items like a porch 
floor where the space between the 
floor and ground is not well ven- 
tilated. 

Rot, in short, will go after just 
about any piece of wood it can lay 
its hands on. The symptoms are 
easy to spot. Just drive a sharp 
pointed tool into the wood. If the 


‘point goes in easily then the 


chances are you have rot. Don't 
let a coat of paint fool you, be- 
cause rot will go to work under 
the paint and all the paint will do 
ig to conceal the trouble. 


When wood is attacked by rot 


there is only one cure and that 


is to remove all the area. 
If you leave any around it will, 
like any other disease, spread to 
the sound wood, The wood used 
for replacement can be given con- 
siderable protection against rot by 
treating it with a wood preserva- 
tive and doing all you can to keep 
it dry and properly ventilated.

Coffee Macaroon Bisque 


ents: One tablespoon 
(one envelope) unflavored gelatin, 
one and one-fourth cups strong, 
clear, cold coffee, two eggs (sep- 
arated), three-fourths cup sugar, 
few grains salt, one cup heavy 
cream, one teaspoon vanilla, one 
cup fine dry macaroon crumbs. 
Method: Sprinkte getatin on one- 
fourth cup of the cold coffee. 
Beat the egg yolks, add remain- 
ing coffee, sugar and salt. Cook 
over hot (not boiling) water, stir- 
ring constantly until slightly 
thickened. Add softened latin 
and stir until dissolved. Chill until 
syrupy. Whip cream; add vanilla 
and fold into gelatin mixture. Beat 
egg whites stiff; fold in. Pour 
into refrigerator tray. Sprinkle 
top with macaroon crumbs. Freeze 
until firm. Makes about eight 
servings. 


Canning Beets. 

One bushel yields from 20 to 24 
quarts. And each quart jar two 
and one-hald to three pounds with 
the tops removed. oung beets 
one and one-half to two inches in 
diameter are best for canning. 
Larger beets that have developed 
rapidly also make a good product 
but they will require cutting into 
wedges or slices to pack in the 
jars easily.

Discarding the First Low Card. 
ET’S start with the simplest 
situation. Your opponent has 
dealt you eleven cards and it 
is up to you to start to play by 
discarding. 

Normally it is good play for you 
to throw a high card but there 
are some hands that call for a low 
card discard. For instance, here 
is one where there is no ques- 
tion. You hold the tens and nines 
of spades and clubs, three fours 
(lacking the four of spades) the 
ace-two-three of spades and the 
three of hearts. The discard of 
the three of hearts is obvious, 

Here is another hand calling for 
a low card discard, but it is one 
with which many players throw 
the wrong low card. You hold: 

Js, Jh, 10h, 8s, Sh, 8c, 4s, 4d, 3s, 
Ad. 


Your correct discard is the 
four of diamonds. This breaks 
up a pair of fours but it leaves 
you in position where you can 
knock immediately if you get the 
queen or nine of hearts or one of 
the other jacks. If you throw the 
deuce or the ace you need two 
cards in order to be able to knock. 
Of course, if you are playing in a 
game where gin is given some 
enormous extra bonus you should 
throw the ace or the deuce and 
play for gin. (This is not usually 
considered in these articles as I 
try to write for the majority of 
players). 

In each of the preceding in- 
stances your low card discard left 
you in position for an immediate 
knock, At the same time you 
might wind up going gin with 
either hand. In the first case, 
you might draw the four of spades 
leaving you with seven matched 
cards. You could then throw a 
ten or nine and play for gin. In 
the second case you might draw 
the five or deuce of spades and 
the fourth eight.

It was precisely this control- 
showing diamond bid by North 
that “painted the lily” insofar as 
North’s potential support was con-. 
cerned. Surely North could not 
have had even a shade less for his 
immediate raise in hearts, and 
thus it was distinctly a case of 
bidding the same values twice 
when North amiably “went along” 
with his partner and showed the 
diamond ace, A simple three-heart 
bid over two spades was all that 
North could afford. 


Admittedly, the above criticism 
may sound silly in view of the fact 
that the slam contract was ful- 
filled, but that was due to an un- 
foreseeably lucky combination of 
circumstances. West opened the 
spade king. Declarer won, cashed 
his top elubs and ruffed a club in 
dummy, then ran off every trump. 
Since West was so very unfortu- 
nate as to hold every high spade 
against dummy’s mere nine-spot, 
he was soon up against it. When 
the last trump was played, leav- 
ing South with two diamonds and 
one spade, West had to reduce to 
a high spade and the K-J of dia- 
monds. Thereupon, South threw 
him in with the spade and forced 
a diamond return that gave South 
the last two tricks.
